The Affair Causes Comment in Washington 
Society—Proposed Ship Canal Around

WasSHINGTON, D. O., April 71.—The Easter 
Sunday breakfast given by Secretary and Mrs. 
Noble appears to have been a Very nobby 
affair, but the comments of many church 
people, pot of the administration school, 
wouldn't sound woll in the Secretary’s ears, 
while to many conservative people outside of 
the church the performance seems strangely 
out of place, especially the numerous floral 
symbols and decorations inthe name of the 
Lord. 

Nearly all of the Missouri delegation may be 
expected home within the next thirty days, 
not so much to look after their spring plow- 
ing as their fall fences. ; 

Congressman Wade pnt in an appearance 
this morning, having just returned from his 
home near Springfield, Mo. On his way West 
the gallant ‘‘Farmer’’ Congressman lost a 
part of his baggage, including a fine new suit of 
store clothes. He did not lose the Post-office 
building site, however, and he reports, as 
also do his friends, that his prospects for re- 
election are first-class. Mr. Wade will imme- 
diately resume his duties as chairman of the 
Labor Committee. 

The ceremony of relighting the mystic lights 
at the Cathedral ofthe Scottish Rite in this 
city was performed yesterday afternoon, 
Senator Teller and Congressman Hatoh of 
Missouri, as Masons of the Thirty-third De- 
gree, participating. e

Congressman Perkins of Kansas is opposed 
to any further tinkering with the tobacco tax.

Niagara Falls Ship Canal. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—The House 
Committee on Civil Ways and Canals has 
ordered a favorable report on *Representative 
Parks bill providing for the construction by 


the United States of a ship canal 
around Niagara Falls. The route is to 
be along one of the lines already sur- 
veyed and a definite location is to be made by 
a rd of five mento be appointed by the 
President, composed of two mariners, 
two civil engineers and oneg dis 
tinguished citizen. Ten thousand dollars 
has been appropriated for the use 
of the board and $1,000,000 is ap- 
propriated begin the construc- 
tion of the canal under the direc- 


lon of the Secretary of War. The committee 


has listened to arguments upon the subject by 
representatives of lakeshipping interests and 
others and the report will make a strong 
point upon the military necessity for the 
canal It will be urged that the Welland canal, 
which now affords the only route around the 
falls, is an English property and would be 
closed against us in the event of 
a war. The depth of the canal, thirteen feet, 
would also be insufficient to permit of the 
passage of our war vessels. As a further 
reason in support of the passage of the bill, 
it will be recited that the Welland canal has 
been used asa eans of discrimination 


against the United States and in favor of the 


an export trade. According to the 
lans submitted the canal ig to cost 
3,600,000, which will be really less 
than the cost of the Welland casal 
with its thirteen feet depth, while the new 
canal is to have agin eo of twenty and a bait 
feet. The route is about twenty-three miles 
in length and the locks are about four hun- 
dred feet long by eight feet in depth; other- 
wise the canal isto be sufficiently large for 
the passage of vessels which can pass through 
the St. Mary’s canal when the neéw iooks are 
completed. 


The Recoinage Bill, 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—The House 
Committee on Weights and Measures to-day 
authorized a favorable report on a bill for the 
recoinage of the subsidiary coins of the United 


States. It authorizes the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to cause the subsididry silver coins of the 
United States which are worn, mutilated, de- 
faced or otherwise unfit for ciroulation, or are 
of denominations for which there is nocur- 
rent demand, to be recoined into such de- 
nominations as may be required to meet 
the demands therefor. It provides that 
the loss incidental to the recoinage shall 
be paid from the silver profitfund. It is fur- 
ther provided that silver coins of less denom- 
inations than $1 shall hereafter be a legal ten- 
der to sums not exceeding $20 in all payments 
ot public and private debts and when held by 
any national bank may be counted as a part 
of its lawful reserve. 


The Annual Egg Rolling. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., April 7.—The White 
House grounds presented a decidedly pict- 
turesque appearance to-day, the occasion 
being the annual gathering there of the chil- 


aren of the District forthe purpose of egg 
rolling. The entire grounds back of the man- 
sion wereturned overto the children, and 
several thousand spent a portion ofthe day 
there. They were of all classes and cond itions, 
from the colored picaninny in ragsto the 
pampered child of luxury. They all played 
together onthe lawn and madea bright and 
animated scene. The President stopped oc- 
casionally in his work to watch them and 
seemed to enjoy the scene. The Marine Band 
was ordered out by the Presidentfor the 
especial benefit of the children. 


The Parnell Pension Bill. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—The House 
Committee on Pensions to-day ordered a fa- 
vorable report on the Brokshire bill, granting 
a pension to Mrs. Delia T. S. Parnell, daughter 


of the late Admiral Charles Stewart, and 
mother of Charles Stewart Parnell. The 
original bill, which provided for a pension of 
$100 per month, was amended so as to reduce 
the pension to $50. 


Senate Public Lands Committee. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—The Senate 
Committee on Public Lands to-day ordered 
favorable reports upon the following bills: 
To amend the sections of the revised statutes 


relating to fees of land officers (House bill), 
to correct the description ot the land given to 
South Dakota forthe erection of an insane 
hospital. The building is not on the land de- 
scribed in the original act.

AT THE FOUR COURTS. 


A GENEROUS GIVER UNEXPEOTEDLY AR- 
BESTED ON A CHARGE OF BEGGING. 


He Was Taken Into the Police Court, 
Where Be Proved That He Was a Work- 
ingman and Not e Mendicant—Victor 
Julian’s Case Disposed of To-Day—Other 
Charges Heard, 


To all appearances Jerry Sweeny is a victim 
of his own philanthropy. Last Saturday even- 
ing out of the kindness of his hearthe gave a 


‘beggar 10 cents when approached on the 


streets and solicited for alms. A minute later 
e was arrested hy a police officer and locked 
up at the Four Courts charged witch begging. 
The story came out in the First District Police 
Court this morning when Sweeny appeared to 
answer to the action taken against him. 

Sweeny, it seems, is empioyed as a packer 
inone of the pork-houses across the river. 
Saturday afternoon he drew hig money and 
came over to this side to pay a number of debts 
which he had Incurred. He was on his way 
home about 10 o’clock and while passing 
along Sixth street, between Market and Wal- 
nut, was accested by a rather seedy looking 
individual who poured out bis tale of woe and 
extendeda dirty hand to grasp the pittance 
which Sweeny gave him. 

Just as Sweeny was turning away his arm 
was seized by a police officer, who atarted off 
with bie prisoner tothe patrol box. Sweeny 
protested against such treatment, but his 
words were to no avail. The officer, it ap- 
pears had been Informed that a beggar was 
working in that vicinity and thought he had 


caught Sweeny inthe very act of receiving 
alms frem the real Dogger, who, in his undue 
zeal, he had overlooked. 

Sweeny proved in court this morning that 
he was a hard working man, and so establish - 
ed his innocence of the charge preferred that he 
was honorably discharged. The officer ex- 
plained that frequent complaints had been 
made, and he had simply erred in trying to do 
his duty. Sweeny good humoreédly says he 
knows he does not dress in the height of the 
fasbion, but de never knew before that he 
looked quiteso bard asthe unfortunate in 
whose stead hs was taken. 


Me Pleaded Guilty. 


Victor Julian, alias Robert Wallace, was 
permitted to plead guilty to the charge of ob- 
taining less than $3 in money by means of false 
pretense when arraigned in the Criminal 


Court this morning. On this plea he was 
sentenced to serve six months in the Work- 
house. Thereissome doubtasto the defen- 
dant’s sanity. 

Julian was indicted for fraud. About the 
first of August last he went to the affice of 
Schwartz Bros., commission merchants, at 
506 North Commercial alley, and through re- 
presenting himselfa grain dealer at Bridge- 
town, Mo., worked himself into the confidence 
of one of the members ofthe firm. He said he 
had about 700 busnele of wheat at his home 
and agreed to sell it to Schwartz Bros. 
The followin day he called again 
at the office and borrowed $25, The following 
day he asked for and was given a check for 
$50 on the Mullanphy Bank, which paper had 
to first pass through the hands of the banker 
at Bridgtown, in whose bands Julian ineisted 
he had considerable money and with whom 
his credit was good. So well did he work 

HIS SCHEME 
that the firm sent 350 sacks to Bridgtown for 
the wheat, which was to be shipped. 

Schwartz Bros. waited patiently for a few 
Gays for the shipment of wheat, but it did not 
come. The fraud came out ic a very peculiar 
way. Julian it appears roomed on ruce 
street. One morning a few days after had 
contracted with Schwartz Bros. he entered 
the Central District Police Station and wanted 
te cause the arrest ofa fellow .roomer 

he said had stolen some 
of his things. While he was 
talking with the Sergeant in charge his room- 
mate entered and denounced Julian as a 
fraud. At the time Julian had on several 
articles of clothing which he had taken from 
his room-mate’s trunk. 

Julian was arrested and locked up. Schwartz 
Bros. heard of tho affair and a representative 
of the firm called at the Four Courts 

identified the fellow: as the man 
whoas Robert Wallace had defrauded them 
in the manner above stated. The fellow has 
been in jall ever since. That his mind is ina 
measure unbalanced is shown by the fact that 
he carried the check given him by Schwartz 
Bros. about in his pocket and made no at- 
teinpt to secure the money for which it called. 
He is a stranger in St. Louis, 


Giving Back the Tin Horses, 


The assembly room atthe Four Courts this 
morning had every appearance of a somewhat 
extensive stock farm. Ranged in stables of 
from 81x to twelve animals, each over 250 well 


bullt and brilliantly marked horses, pranced 
merrily around the boundary of their freedom 
in regular circus fashion. They were tin 
horses, however, and pranced only when the 
proper impetus was given the wheels on 
which they were supported. 

To-day the horses were delivered over to 
their proper owners. This action is taken in 
accordance with the decision rendered last 
Thursday in the Court of Criminal Correction, 
at which time Judge Campbell beid that tin- 
horse wheels were not gambling implements 
in the true sense of the statute, and ordered 
that they be given into the custody of the men 
from whom they had been taken. . 

This, forthe time, ends a most peculiar 
fight, in which some balf a hundred of local 
speculators assisted by halt a dozen Four 
Courts attorneys opposed all the representa- 
tives of the St. Louis Police Department. 
Last fall, as if seized with a sudden epidemic, 
tin horse shops were opened up all over the 
city. ‘they did a brisk business from the start 


and the proprietors fairly coined money. 
Then the police began to raid the games, 


confiscating the wheels and swearing out 
warrants against the proprictors, me 
thirty-five actions were taken before the 
Grand-jury, which body sent them back to 
the Court of Criminal Correction. test case 
was tried before Ar Campbell last week 
and the defendant discharged on the evi- 
dence, the court holding that there was an 
element of skill connected with the whirling 
of the wheels. 

Several of the men who called and carted 
away their property to-day were heard to re- 
mark that they would be running again before 
the end ofthe week. Itis understood that in 
event of such a step she police will disregard 
Judge Campbell's raling and raid the games 
with their old vigor.

Very Little Improvement in the General §it- 
ustlon— Reports of Distress. 


VICKSBURG, Miss., April 7.—The danger 
from the high water in the region of the Upper 
Beads has by no means lessened. The United 
States steamer Osceola arrived yesterday, and 


will leave without delay for an inspection trip 
from the Louisana Delta to the Arkansas line, 
The officers say the Loulsana levees will be 
subjected to the severest test, as the water 
that has ov owed the lower Delta 
has found its way to the Mississippi. Bvaty 
preparation is now being made to meet this 
strain. The steamer Evergreen came in to 
day from Steele’s Bayou with Eari Miller, wife 
and children and all the stock from 
the plantation of Attorney-General - Mi- 
ler. The crew report tbe water still 
rising and say more families and 
stock will have to de moved. The steamer 
brought further particulars of the catastrophe

The situation along the line of the Vicka- 
burg, Shreveport & Pacific is improving, 
and the danger is considered about over. 


Chicot County, Ark,

LITTLE ROCK, Ark,, April 7.—This morning 


Hon. John G. B. Simms of Lake Village sends 


the following account of the flood situation in 
Chicot County: The situation here is distress- 
ing. There are many breaks in the levee from 


Lake Village up and the water in the swamps 
has risen to withina toot of the 1882 flood. 
Very little dry ground is to beseen. The 
streets are all under water except Front and 
the water is running across it. Stock is hud- 
died upon high banks and very soon will be- 
gin to die of starvation. Travelis suspended 
except by dugouts. The water continues to 
rise, and the end is not yet. The prospect for 
a big crop is by no means pieasing, and if the 
situation remains unchanged much , suffering 
will ensue. . 


At Natchez. 


NATCHEZ, Miss., April 7.—The low lands in 
Concordia Parish are filling up rapidly. The 
water from Red River, the Tensas and Biack 
rivers, together with the floods from 
the Raleigh crevasse is rushing toward the 
bottoms, and great damage is anticipated. 
The planters are getting their stock out 
rapidly in anticipation of the danger. The 
river here le rising about an inch a day and 
only the highest front lands, it is thought, 
will escape the danger. 


The Skipwith Break. 


GREENVILLE, Miss., April 7.—The water in 
the streets is gradually falling, having receded 
aninch anda half yesterday. The break at 
Skipwith now measures 1,150 feet in width and 


1 50 feet deep. Deer Creek and Lake Wash- 
ington, as wellas the Bogue Falaya sections, 
are fast filling up on Lake Washington. The 
water has risento such an extent that but 
few ofthe plantation cabins are habitable. 
The high buildings are all fillled with people, 
principally colored laborers, and the planters 
are now making arrangements to charter 
boats and barges and move them to the front. 


CHICAGO CARPENTERS STRIKE, 


The Building Interests of the Lake City at a 


Standstill. 


Cx1caGo, Itl., April 7.—The carpenters’ 
strike took place this morning according to 
programme. It is estimated that between 
5,000 and 6,000 men are out. The carpenter 
work on nearly all of the large jobs has been 


brought toa standstill. No trouble has been 
reported from any quarter so far. 

The strike is for eight hours as a day’s work, 
with wages at 40 cents per hour. A great 
many of the non-union men quit work out ot 
syinpathy with their union brethren, and it 
was claimed that most of them would join the 
Carpenters’ Union. 

„We ure well organized, bave plenty of 
money and will make a fight tothe last ditch,’’ 
said Secretary Howard. ‘‘Reports are coming 
rapidly from all over the city, and so far as 
we now know there is nota union carpenter 
at work. In fact building operations have 
been practically stopped. 

Secretary Johns of the Master Carpenters 
said that so far as he could tell about ail the 
union carpenters in the city had left their 
tools. ‘‘Weshail not attempt to at once re- 
sume work with the help of the non-union 
men, said he, ‘‘but will wait until our 
Thursday meeting before doling anything de- 
cisive.’’ 

Many ofthe masons and bDricklayers who 
were at work on the baildings have been com- 
pelled to lay off because of the earpenter work 
on the various structures being at a standstill. 
Altogether the paralysis ofthe building oper- 
ations in Chicago is to-day at least complete. 


Want an Fight-Hour Day. 


Boston, Mass., April 7.—Fully 4,500 car- 
penters in Massachusetts will demand that 
nine or eight hours constitute a day’s work on 


and after May 1. Such was the report received 
at the Carpenters’ District Council last night.

The Bank Paid Checks Forged by the Pastor 
of the Church and Is Now Ordered to 
Make the Loss Good—Other Decisions— 
Judge Fisher’s Rulings— Three Wills 
Filed. ö : | 8 f 

A bank’s liability for the amount ef a forged 
check wes defined by Judge Valliant this 
morning in the case of the Central’ Baptist 
Church (colored) and the Boatmen’s. Bank. 
Rev. Anderson, pastor of the chureb, drew 
all but a few dollars belonging to the church 
from the bank on forged checks and left the 
city. The church sued the bank for $1,205.48, 
the amount ofthe several forgeries, and pass- 
mg On the case Judge Valliant says: 

The testimony of Mr. Thomson shows that 
when the account was opened with the bank 
lt was expressly agreed that the money was 
to be paid out only on the joint check of the 
pastor, Anderson, and the clerk, Stokes. The 
relation that Anderson had borne towards the 
church for so many years andthe confidence 
with which he was regarded by its members 
were such as were likely to repel suspicion of 
his acts and it is not suprising that the defen- 
dant cank was thrown off its guard in this mat- 
ter. Still the fact remains that the money 
was paid onton checks bearing only the sig- 
mature of Anderson and the forged signa- 
ture of Stokes. There was some testimony 
offered by the defendant tending to show 
that Stokes had authorized Anderson to sign 
his (Stokes’) name tothe checks. If that fact 
had been proven it would have been a defense 
to this suit. But the preponderence of the 
evidence was the other way. The only proof 
offered in support of that defense was the tes- 
timony of Anderson himself. His testimony 
even if uncontradicted would scarcely have 
been satisfactory, because his position in re- 
spectto the matter would create a strong 
temptation to fabricate an excuse, and besides 
it was shown that he took the 


money for his own use. But in addition to 
this he was flatly contradicted 2 Stokes, 
whose character is unstained. The bank has 
been an innocent victim in this matter, but 
wnder the law it is liable. Judgment for 
plaintiff for 51, 205.

from the fonely cell where Wm. Kemmiler, 
the wite murdérer of Buffalo, waits almost in 
solitnde the expiation of his crime. Dead to 
the law and soon to sit. in the chair which 
science has dévised to rid. the State of its 
assassins, this strange man has suddenly 
evinced a.change of heart and melted into the 
seeming of a repentant man. Last Wedues- 
day morning just after midnight he claimed 
to have bad a vision like old Saul of 
Tarsus, and from that vision he hes found 
conversion, go he says, and two at least who 
have seen him bélieve it. 80 weird and 
strange was that vision of last Tuesday at 
midnight which marked this man’s conver- 
sion that your correspondent &lmost hesitates 
to print the facts surrounding it. It was like 
the’ tales told of olden times or the experi- 
ences related in high wrought meetings of 
prayer, yet the facts are well vouched and 
will not be disputed. To the gentle sympathy 
of Mrs, Charles Durstan, wife ofthe Warden 
of Auburn prison, who taught Kemmier to 
read the Bible and first told bim the 
stories thatit teaches, and to faithful old 
Keeper Daniel McNaughton, one of the 
death watch, who has pleaded and taught 
faithfully for many months until he finally 
won the love of the murderer, is this con- 
version, if it be genulue, due. But the vision 
of that night the presénce in that cell, so 
lately the abode of despair—who can explain 
it, who furnish the key? It was just after 12 
o’clock last Wednesday morning. The great 
gray prison with -its 1,200 sleeping occupants 
was bathed in moonlight and locked like some 
grim fortress armed and equipped for war. 
The death-wat had changed at midnight, 
Keeper McNaughton, who had been on duty 
since noon, going to his bed and his partner 
taking the vacant place. Tuesday had been a 
terrible day. Kemmler got back from bis re- 
sentencing on Monday in à terrible state 
of mind. He had long been changing from 
the pitiless and heedless boaster of his crime 
to one who seemed anxious 

TO DO BETTER AND TO LEARN. 

Mrs. Durstun, who is a sort of Florence. 
Nightingaie in the prison, and Keeper Me- 
Naughton had taught him to read firstin a 
Bible primer and then in the Bible itself, and 
they felt certain they saw a marked change in 
his character. But Monduy he showed signs 
of breaking down completely, and on Tues- 
day he could not speak without breaking into 
a torrent of tears. He asked to have the Bible 
read to him much, especially the gospel! ac- 
cording to St. John, and he could not seem- 
ingly getenough. He was still restless when 
McNaugbton turned him over to the other 
witha warningto keep an eye on him. Sud- 
denly the latter heard the sound of voices in 
the cell, as if two men wore talking. 

‘*‘Who are you up there?’’ Kemmler was 
saying. ‘‘Whatdo you want with me?’’ 

The keeper rushed into the cell and asked 
the murderer what ailed him. Kemmuler 
@ointed to the ceiling and said: ‘‘Isawa 
mun up there who said that he was Jesus 
Christ. He had, oh, such a good face and 
he said to me that he would forgive all my 
sins. Trust in me, he said, and I will never 
forsake you.’’’ 

Next morning Kemmler was full of his ex- 
perience. He said he believed that Jesus was 
really in his cell and would save him, and 
he claimed that a dreadful load had 
deen removed from his soul. What reason 
he has for shamming, unless the murderer has 
some wily trick of self-destruction in his 
wind, it would be hard to say, but it may be 
as weil for his guardians to keepasharp eye 
on bim, remembering that Kemmler is pretty 
shrewd, although not intellectual. It may be 
that his conversion is real, but it is safe to re- 
member that there is many a slip ’twixt april 
s and April 28. Kind-hearted Mrs. Durstan, 
who takes the greatest and noblest interest in 
his spiritual welfare, cannot believe but that 
areal change of the most marked character 
has taken place in him. She is a grand little 
woman who has one great aim in life—to do 
what she can to lift up and encourage the con- 
victs that come 

INTO HER HUSBAND'S KEEPING. 

Companioned by two magnificent dogs, a St. 
Bernard and an English mastiff of ancient 
lineage, she goes among the convicts fear- 
lessiy, carrying good cheer and doing what 
she can in this poluted army to encourage 
such sparks of manhood as have not been ut - 
terly crushed out by crime and punishment. 
To their credit be it said that she has never 
been insulted by them. Even the incorrigi- 
bles, the bummers’ corps, who prefer tbe 
ignominy ofthe lockstep in the prison yard 
to what they think the ignominy of labor, 
brighten at her approach, while 
the more decent criminals, whom 
misfortune and untoward circumstances 
have brought to this grim asylum, fairly seem 
to worship her. Even the hospital with its 
awful wrecks of humanity knows ber pres- 
ence, for all of the man are alike to her—suf- 
fering souls. The murderer, the thief, the 
worse, for there are worse in this popula- 
tion—are none ofthem svevil but what her 
charity covers their crime. God bless the 
work of Mrs. Durstan! What her husband is 
striving to do through the medium of diver- 
sified labor she is aiding by the potent touch 
cfsympathy, anda grand, good team they 
make of it. But Kemmier, when he came 
here a vear ago next May, frightened her. His 
personality was terrible. He seemed to be no 
more than a wild beast, uncouth, unkempt, 
ignorant, brutal, dangerous. 

Don't go into his coll, Charley, she im- 
plored her husband. He may kill you. Let 
the keepers go. 

But Charley laughed at her fears and went 
in often and spoke kindly to the brute, who 
boasted laughingly that he had killed the 
old she devil“ (his wife), and he did not 
care how soon they killed him. With that 
rare optimism of bis Charley believed that 
2 might come out of Kemmier. Daniel 

cNaughton, bimselt a good Christian man, 
took a strong fancy to the murderer and gave 
him kindly talk, and in time, Mrs. Durstan 
says, the brutal look went out of the fierce 
eyes and the condemned man began to ask if 
she would not come and visit him. He had 
never known the joys of pure and kindly talk 
and he found it very good, but they never 
could make him confess that he did wrong in 
killing his wife. Patiently they taught him 
what goodness, virtve, love are. Patiently 
they opened the doors of knowledge to 

HIS BENIGHTED BRAIN. 

He could not read or write his own name 
when he firstcame to prison, but under the 
tutelage of Mrs. Durstan and his good Daniel, 
as he calls his keeper, be picked up bis letters 
and then learned to read a bit, and finally 
when Mrs. Durstan brought him a priwer he 
had the proud satisfaction of spelling out the 
versestoher. And ali the time they read to 
him the wondrous stories of the Bible, but 
John, he said, he liked best ot all. He was a 
Willing student, and drank of knowledge as 
only one can do who bas traveled the parohed 
desert of utter ignorance. As time passed a 
strong liking sprang up between the mur-: 
derer and ends, who, with the 
other keeper, afe the 2 ones permitted to 
see him. To Daniel McNaughton he dDecame 
like a dog to its master and what Daniel said 
was law to Willi 
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only have come to Auburn from 
emmier. One of them was from 
a brother, who, singularly enough; married a 
sigter of the murdered woman. ; sed 
some intention of coming to see the con- 
demned man, but he has not put in an ap- 
pearance.

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THE WOUND WAS FATAL, 


Death of Hon. D. B. Gillham, Recently Shot 
by a Burglar, 


By Telegraph to the PFosr-Disrarcn. 

ALTON, III., April 7.—The people of both 
Altons were startled this morning by the sad 
news of the sudden death of Senator D. B. 
Gillham, which oceurred last evening about 7 
o’clock. Since his shooting by a turglar on 
the morning of the 17th of March, 
Mr. Gillham das been steadily im- 


aed me and his physicians and family were 
»eginning to believe that he was out of danger. 
Yesterday. morning-be was feeling better than 
usual, and told bis wife he thought tbat he 
would sit up awhiie/ After sitting up in his 
arm- chair until about noon, he returned to 
his bed, and immediately complained of being 
sick at his stomac and began vomiting blood. 
From that hour be began to fall fast, and the 
violent hemorrhages continued until his 
death. At the time ofthe shooting, the phy- 
sicians were unable to locate 
the ball, which entered the left side 
just below the heart, and because of the close 
proximity of the wound to the heart did not 
probe forit. ‘The family and friends of Mr. 
Gillham have been hoping that the bali had 
ranged around his ribs, and was imbeded in 
the back, and that he would recover from the 
wound, but now that it has resulted in his 
death they are prostrated with grief. In the 
death of Senator Gillham, Madison County 
has lost its most prominent citizen, and his 
death will be mourned throughout the entire 
State. In early life he began farming 
in the American Bottom, and by his energy 
and perseverance became one of the most 
successful farmers in lilinois. Because of his 
sterling qualitics of mind and heart he was 
early called to serve his county in the Legis- 
lature, and then afterwards in the State 
Senate, where he was the leader of his party. 
He was the idol of the people of this county 
and was never defeated as a candidate for any 
office to which he aspired. Deeply Interested 
in education he had been for many 
years the President of the Board of Trustees 
of Shurtleff College, and as such devoted 
much time to the financial interests of this 
noted institution.” His gifts to this school 
were both numerous and munificent. Fora 
number of years he had been a leading mem- 
ber of the State Board of Agriculture, and 
was its President atone time. Atthe time of 
his shooting he was engaged in holding farm- 
ers’ institutes in Southern Illinois under the 
auspices of the State Board of Agriculture. 
He was a prominent and trusted leader in the 
Democratic party of Illinois, and was looked 
forward to with great hopes as an available 
candidate for Governor. 

Senator Gillham was born in Wanda, III., 
and was about 64 years of age and leaves a de- 
voted wife, one son and five daughters. 

The description of the villain who shot Mr. 
Gillbam is very indefinite, as he was in a 
dazed o ndition when shot and no reliable 
clue has been obtained notwithstanding the 
reward of $1,000 offered at the time. Mo doubt 
the reward will be increased. The funeral 
will take place next Wednesday morning at 10

A Very Paths tie Story of Prolonged & 

tice to a Gallant Soldier—Maj. 
Dismissed Upon Trumped-Up C | 
While om the Eve of Promotion—A Me- 
tim of Secretary Stanton’s Prejadice. _

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 7.—A very pa 
thetic story of prolonged injastice In regard to 
a gallant army officer from New York State, 
is disclosed ln documents made public for the 
firsttime. They accompany a report of the 
Senate Committee on Military Affairs on a bill 
proposing to retire Maj. Belger, United States 
Army, with the rank of Colonel, to which be 
would have been entitled except for the arbi- 
trary and unjust action of Secretary Stanton. 
The facts disclosed show that James Belger 
entered the United States army as a private 
from the State of New York as far back as 
1832; that dy merit he rose through all the 
grades until at the outbreak of the war he was 
Captain and acting Major of the Quartere 
master's Department. He was placed ia 
charge of the Quartermaster’s Department at 
Baltimore daring the early years ofthe war, 
because its immense business of purchasing 
and employing transports snd forwarding sup- 
Plios and troops made it one ot the most im- 
portant positions of the whole service, 
requiring a skilled and experienced 
officer at the head. “He subsequentiy became 
Chief Quartermaster of the middle depart- 
ment under Gen. Schenck. In both positions 
the record shows he manifested signal ability 
and when nis accounts were brought to settie- 
ment, it was found that his integrity was 
equal to his ability there being not the slightes® 
discrepancy though be had disbursed many 
million dollars. In 1863a Philadelphia news- 
paper published charges against himand on 
those charges which were afterwards dis- 
avowed by the newspaper making them, 
Secretary Stanton 

ORDERED HIM COURT-MARTIALED. 

Gen. Schenck protested against the injustice 
of this action in the strongest way, but Stan- 
ton had imbibed ene of his strong prejudices 
which neither reason or argument could re- 
move. The court sat fora month or two un- 
der heavy pressure from the Secretary to se- 
cure a conyiction, but eventually returned a 
unanimous verdict of acquittal of all the 
charges. Still unsatisfied, Secretary Stanton, 
as the record shows, without submitting the 
proceedings to the President for his ap- 
proval, issued of his motion an order dis- 
missing Maj. Belger from the army. At 


this time Belger was in line of promotion and 
the vacant commission which would have 
been conferred npon him, but for Stanton’s 
illegal act, was conferred upon Winfield Scott 
Hancock, who hassince become known to 
fame. Belger submitted to the orders of his 
superior officers, but never abandoned bis ef- 
forts to right himself in the eyes of the coun- 
try. In the long years that followed his wife 
and children suffered the extremest pineh of 
poverty often failing to obtain the 
ordinary necessaries of lte. At last 
in 1867, tardy justice partially 
reached Belger’s case. Investigations ordered 
by the President resulted im the issue of an 
order restoring him to the army and remov- 
ing the stigma placed upon his name through 
the personal prejudice of the great War Sea- 
retary. Butthe rank which would have been 
his had it not been for this action had passed 
from him, ana when in 1879 he reached the 
limit of age which brings about a compulso 
retirement he was retired with only the ran 
— major, Whien he held at the time of dis- 
missal. 

Among the papers fled in his care is a let- - 
ter from the Rev. Charlies Hall, rector of 
Trinity Chureh, Brooklyn, stating that he 
had an Interview with Secretary Stanton prior 
to his death, and that Stanton expressed him- 
self in the strongest terms in favor of Maj. 
Belger, and admitted that a great wrong bad 
been done him, 

GEN. HANCOCK’S LETTER. 

Gen. Hancock aiso wrote Maj. Belger, under 
date of December 4, 1882, as follows: 

**COLONEL—In reply to your note of Novem- 
ber 28I bave tostate that an examination 
of the printed statement and brief inelosed 
herein makes it apparent that you were 
wrongfully dismissed from the military ser- 
vice in 1863, ana that your restoration by Con- 
gress wns simply justice in your case. It 
seems to me, however, that in reinstating 

ou as an Officer of the army you were man!- 
estiy entitied (considering all the facts 
your dismissal) to re- 
8 the «rade to which you 
would have attained at the date of your 
restoration provided you had remained con- 
tinuously in the service, and in view of this 
matter lam of the opinion that legislation by 
Congress to that end would be fully warranted 
by the circumstances of your case, and this 
especially as such action in your behalt would 
not increase the number of officers on the re- 
tired list (where you now belong), but would 
only give you that advantage grade thereon to 
which you seem clearly entiled. | 
W. 8. Hancock.’’ 

It was not until 1871 that a bill was passed 
restoring Belger to his lost rank of Major. 

„During all the intervening years,’’ says 
the Senate Committee on Military Affairs, hies 
wrongs have never been denied, the justness 
of his complaint has never deen disputed. 
An adverse report bas never been made, 
though the matter has been frequently before 
Congress. Evidence flled and accompanyin 
this report strengthens and gives force to 7 
demand that he receive some reparation for 
wrong that was undoubotedly done him. He} 
is backed by indorsements from the leading 
military men of the United States. Gen, 
Grant gave open sympathy and assistance to 
every movement to secure him relief and « 
letter from him constitutes a part of this re-

THE SUPREME COURT SESSION. 

The Supreme Court will meet to-morrow, 

and the writ of protection granted by Judge 
Barclay against the St. Louis Court of Ap- 
peals will receive consideration. The appli- 
cation for writs of quo warranto against Mr. 
Charles F. Miller and Wm. P. Macklin, 
to show by what right they are en- 
titled to act as school directors under 
what is known as the Drabelle law will 
. also be brought up. There is considerable 
speculation around town as to what action 
the court willtakeon Judge Barolay's writ 
requiring the Judges of the Court of Appeals 
to show by what cause they sit in judginent 
upon the School Board cases, lu which a con- 
stitutional question is involved. It is the pre- 
vailing opinion that the court will dissolve 
the writ. Judge Kombauer, the presiding 
Judge of the Court of Appeals, said from the 
bench, in commenting upon Judge Barclay's 
writ, that he and his associates con- 
sidered that it had been granted 
without proper authority, and a great many 
members of the Bur believe thatthe Supreme 
Court will sustain Judge Rombauer’s view 
and set down on Judge Barclay. If this 
should be done it would certainly not be con- 
ducive to the promotion of harmony among 
the Supreme Court judges, and on the other 
hand if Judge Barclay is sustained by the Su- 
preme Court the judges of the Court of Ap- 
peals will, fizeuratively speaking, regeive a 
very large sized black eye. 


The Gratiot Principalship. 


The friends of Miss Margaret R. Ludlow, 
Principal of the Grand View School, claim that 
avery great injustice was done her by the 
assertions made that she was working to get 
the place of Mr. T. 8.

pal of the Gratiot School. The 
friends of Mr. Smith, it Is alleged, 
have been grossly misrepresenting Miss Lud- 
low in order to keep him in his position.

A GENERAL MOVEMENT. 


WESTERN FARMERS UNITED IN FAVOR OF 
MISSISSIPPI IMPROVEMENT- 


A Change in the Manner of Making Appro- 
priations Called For by Many States—The 
Kansas Farmers Prepared to Join Forces 
With St. Louis—A Much-Needed Change 
of Method. 


HE question of im- 
proving the levees 
and deepening the 
channel of the Mis- 
sissippi is being dis- 
cussed with more 
scientific knowledge 
and is interesting a 
larger number of 
people than ever be- 
fore was the case, and the debate on the river 
and harbor bill, when it is presented to Con- 
gress, willtake a wider range than it gener- 
ally does. In former years the 
sections immediately adjacent to the 
river were left to make their fight alone, 
and those interested as a rule worked with- 
out concert, each delegation trying to secure 
appropriations to be expended in a certain 
small part of the river, and antagonizing all 
other interests 
THE CONSEQUENCES HAVE BEEN 
disastrous to the river as a whole, and to all 
who depend upon it as a means of transporta- 
tion. Following the lead of St. Louis, 
the denizens of the Mississippi Valley are 
endeavoring to unite and demand of Congress 
an appropriation that will serve the purpose 
for which it is made. Representatives of the 
leading Exchanges nave agread to throw their 
influence in favor of making an oppropriation 
for the improvement ofthe river asa whole, 
and to discourage all endeavors to have par- 
ticular points attended to. It is believed that 
the Mississippi River Commission will know 
how the money can be best expended, and 
should not be hampered as it has been in the 
past. What promises to make the task of 
securing a lump appropriation an easier one 
than it would have been in times past isthe 
that a great many of the 
leading grain merchants of districts 
remote from the river, which cannot be bene- 
fited by the expenditure of an appropriation 
in any particular section, are ready to cast 
their influence in favor of a general appro- 
priation and to oppose all sectional schemes. 
A KANSAS VIEW. 

A. W. Oliver of the Wichita Board of Trade, Who 
has been in thecityforthe purpose of arranging 
for closer business relations between St. Louis 
and the country of which Wichita is the cen- 
ter, said: There is no question whatever 
that the Kansas farmers will do all in 
their power to secure a good 
water route to the sea. It must 
be confessed that we have neglected this mat- 
ter too long, but we intend to makeup for 
To no class in the community is 
cheap transportation to the sea)sard of such 
importance as to the farmers located in the 
belt where wheat and corn are both grown. 
As it now Stands, a slight increase in cost of 


Aransportatiin would hamper our wheat men 


greatly in the European markets, and prevent 
ourcorn men fromexporting at all. Ifthe 
tariff should be lowered, the corn would go in 
with a rush, and instead of a loss on the 
crop,the farmers would secure a large profit, It 
is one of the strangest facts in the commercial 
history of the world that commission corn 
bas been so little regarded in Europe. What 
the people there want more than 18 else 
is cheap food, and yet it is hard to make them 
use our corn unless it is put down at a very 
low price. 

THIS CAN EASILY BE DONE 
with cheap transportation and this can only 
From what 
I have learned here it is plain 
that an eight-foot channel will be 
sufficient, and this can be secured at a com- 
paratively small cost ifthe work is properly 
done. But to remove a bar from one place, 
without reference to points below, often does 
more harm than good. The result usually is 
that the obstruction simply changes its loca- 
tion, and navigation is not in the last bene- 
fited. The engineers in charge are perfectly 
aware of this, but are so bound down by the 
terms ofthe appropriation that they can do 
little to better matters. I know thas $30,000 was

route to the sea. St. Louis, with its usual 
energy, has taken the lead, and the corn belt 
of Kansas and Nebraska will secoad her. 


A FRACTURED SKULL,

THE MONEY MARKET, 


Financial Outlook of the Country and the 
Significant Factors. 


Messrs. Henry Clews & Co. of New York in 
their weekly financial circular report a more 
encouraging outlook. April settlements were 
passed with but slight disturbance. Trade in 
general isin sound condition, and there are 
no serious evidences of overproduction. Now 
that funds are in less demand for mercantile 
purposes, they will drift back to Wall street. 
The average merchant will have less employ- 
ment for his balances, and will be obliged to 


ipvest them in securities, which present low 

rices willenable himtodo with advantage. 

n short, easy money is the key-note of the 
stock market, and high rates of interest hav- 
ing held the advance in check during the win- 
ter months, prices are more likely to respond 
to the removal of such a drawback. It may 
appear strange that a less active condition of 
trade should be a bullargument, but such Its 
the fact. The same rapid rate of expansion in 
every Gepartment was impossible, and Wall 
street was obliged to wait its turn, which now 
epneirs in view. For once the Street“ 
failed to, or was unable to take cognizance of 
outside conditions, and the improvement 
which ought to follow should be none the legs 
substantial for its tardiness. 

Among influences which are affecting prices 
favorably, mention is made of the efforts of 
Western managers to formulate new agree- 
ments, which promise success, and also the 
recent decision ofthe Supreme Court that 
State Railrond Commissioners have not the 
right to arbitrarily ix rates at unreasonable 
Hgures; or, in other words, that the companies 
have the right to appeal to the courtsto de- 
cide it such rates are reasonable. This is a 
most important decision, for it not only 
checks the reckless action of some of these 
commissions, but removes thelr power of en- 
forcing unjust rates in a manner that has 
often practically amounted to confiscation. 
Its effect Will be gradual, not immediate. The

JOSEPH M’EVOY’S CASE, 


It Will Probably Make the Medical Society 
Meeting a Lively One. 


The next session of the St. Louls Medical 
Society threatens to be an exceedingly lively 
one, asthe last meeting, Saturday evening, 
concinded with that promise, The case which 
has caused so much difference of opinion and 
not a little bad feeling among the members is, 
to adopt the view ofone of the doctors, ex- 
citing more interest than any that has come 


before the members of the local 
profession during the last thirty 
ears. At least two or three members 
eit the meeting last Saturday evening 
promising to be heard from at the next mest- 
ing. The case which isat the bottom of the 
trouble is that ot Joseph MacEvoy, who was 
reported to the society, by one of its members, 
to he suffering from myatonia, a disease suffi- 
ciently uncommon and interesting to bring 
ali the neurologists to the front. 

When the case was presented Dr. Bremer 
took the stand that it was not a case of mya- 
tonia at all, and that the faulty nervous ac- 
tion was due to another cause. Drs. 
Bauduy and Shaw maintained that it 
was myatonia, anda warm debate was the 
result. Dr. Bremer, in support of hia argu- 
ment, said that he had seen two established 
cares of the disease during his studies in 
Kurope, and acomparison of the symptoms of 
Mackvoy with those of tne sufferers referred 
to, convinced him that there was no myatonia 
in the present case. Subsequently the doctor 
had the patient removed to Mul- 
lanphy Hospital. Thero, ig appears, 
he watched the antics of the 
man, and coneluded that the defective action 
of the nerves was the result ot a tumor on the 
brain. He took MacEvoy to a photographie 
gallery and had him 11 in varlous 
stages of his fits. ater, he succeeded in 
locating, by means of some electrical test, 
the seat of the trouble. 

Dr. Bremer next called in Dr. N. B. Carson 
and a number of other well-known members 
of the society, in whose presence the
